Ballt in dock at Portsmouth, the Crescent 
was floated out in March, 1792, Her dimen- 
atons are :—length 46a feet, beam 60 feet, 
load dranght 24 feet forward, and 25 feet 
alt. Tha machinery was provided by. the 
well known firm of Pern and Sons, Green- 
wich, and cons{sts of two pair: of triple expansion 
vertical engines, driving twin screws and 
giving aapeed of 19.5 knots an hour, Longitudinal 
bulkheads with water-tight door, connectlons 
divide the engtoe-room into two sections, and 
these and the boflers are protected by an 
armoured turtle-back extending the whole 
length of the ship, the open speces leading up 
to the wpper deck bring provided with steel 
armour gratings to withatand the effects of shell 
fire, In addition to the maln engines there are 
some 54 others used for auxiliary purposes, and 
a large work-shop fitted with turning lathes,.and 
every appllance for exécutlog minor repairs. 
The ship is Ughted throughout wlth electricly 
by means of three powerful dynamos, Steam 
is supplied from etght. single-ended cylladrical 
stee! bollers, fitted with 32 furnaces. There is 
stowage room for 1.300 tons of coal, capable of 
running the vessel 2,400 nautical mites at 184 
knot speed, of 10,000 miles at 10 knots. 

The engine-room complement alone comprises 
127 officers and men. The ordinary crew 
consists of «45 all told, but about 7o more can 
be carrled without inconvenience. 

There are four different decks, the upper, 
malo, lower or protective, and platform; the two 
latter being divided Into sumerous compartments 
fitted with over to> watertight doors, 

In the Crescené axe embodied all the esnentlals 
regalred tn a vessel of her class, namely, good 
offensive and defensive powers, great speed, fine 


‘coal stowage, and ability tokeep the seas for along 


period without having to dock, the bottom belng 
sheathed with wood, and coppered; with her 
steam steering apparatus,’ and balanced rudder, 
she [s remarkably qaick and handy at manccuver- 
Ing, The guns’ crews are well protected 
from ‘abell fire, or quick-firing ordnance, and 
the protective deck, extending anit does some 
distance below tha water-line, minimises the 
danger of belng sunk when hulled, An elaborate 
syatem of net defence has been furnished In case 
of attack by torpedoes, alded by powerful 
electric search-lights. 

The ship was somewhat unfortunate on com- 
missioning, the eccentric sheaves of her engines 
giving considerable trouble; eventually they 
were removed, and replaced by new ones, and 
the vessel has since falilled in every retpect the 
high expectations formed of her, maintafoing 
with ease a speed of from £2 to 15 knots accord- 
ing to weather conditions, on a very moderate 
consumption of coal.
